This km i suit promoted by the Bishop of 
Biliibury egeinlt" the H-ev. Dl. Rowland 
Williams, Vint of Bind Cbalke, in the diocese 
of Salisbury, tb« eutber of a review in the 
volume entitled " Ktatyt and Heviews of Jt«on 
Hunnb't fiibhcel Researches." The cue was 
argued before hit Lordship in I lei tin her and 
January last on It* question of toe admissibility 
of the articles of accusation. 

Dr. Lushington bow delivered judgment, M 
follows ;— The nature of the questions now to 
bettneideitd mutt necessarily eicite in Ibe 
judge required to take cogniatTice of 
thtm the deepest anilely to aval) himself 
of sll poMible **iiet»nee to arrive at a just 
conclusion. For this reuon i determined 

10 postpone my Jc-cibicm n* to the admissibility 
of these article* until the Judicial Committee 
had piormunctd thrir judgment upon the appnal 
in the tut of " Burder t. Heats." There ia 
tl.ii much in common between thai esse and the 
present, that both ire etlmintl proceedings 
against a tlsrirvmno of the Church of Kn.Rl.iml 
for advisedly maintaining doctrine alleged to he 
contrary to ecclesiastical law. But there i- Ihis 
ditlindkn i in Burdet t. Heath the prosecution 
tin bated tin the elstule of the 13th of Klim- 
belb, cap. 12, IllC charge being that of h iving, 
in violation of that statute, propounded doctrine 
contrary (o thaL laid dona in certain of the 
Articles of Jleligion. In the present case a 
breach ol that statute ija not utugned ■ but the 
promulgation of doctrinca contrary to the 
Articles of Iteligica and in derogation af the 
Back of Common l'rayrr it charged. ]io>v fir 
thie di*liiictioD may be important shall be 
pointed out in the course of my judgment. 
Ihe ohjecliona ofTered to the adnViEeibilMy of 
tlifite pliadinga may be described as of a 
threefold cbaraclrr. J^tit, il i( said thai 
direia opinion! an imputed to Dr. Williama 
which be hst tint maintained ; aecondly, that 
the opinions imputed to him have been sub* 
milled to a lett not warranted by ecclteiailic*! 
law— via., eiliacta from the Bible ; thirdly, tint 
the opinioni which the Articles may thou Dr. 
Williams lo have maintained are not opinio on 
fctbidden to a cleisjman to hold and publish. 
Now, th« cm* of" Burder v. Heath " has de- 
termined what are the conditions to be enforced 
with regard to Ihe framing of the Ankles. Irt 
thii lefptct I thick it makes no difference that 
tt.iii (ait- wan * protccution tinder the statute of 
£liiBbelh, while thii ia under th* genera) ecale- 
eiaetical law. Ttoth casea are Criminal procecd- 
inn;s, and both ulike require precision amd dis- 
tinctness in pleading. The condition enforced 
in " Burder r. Heath" wan, that the articles 
should specify, on tht> one hind, tho oniniona 
whit), the clerk has ad-nerd ly maintained ; on 
th« other, the docuince of the Church which 
ihe opinions are alleged to contravene, 
and the particular An tries or portioni 
of the Formularies which contain th-ne 
doctrines. It will be my duty to 
foljow thtae direction! in the preaent cue. 
1- usi. then, » to whether opinion! baTa been 
impiiUd to Dr. Williami which he baa not 
maintained. It is necessary that the pleading* 
ahull d clearly sat forth the opinions which Dr. 
TVilliimi hat adtitedly maintained, and which 
•re alleged to la; contrary to dactrinea M by 
law established. But at the outeei there is a 
difficnliy atiiirg from the nature of the compo- 
sition itself. This Kar-ny by Dr. Williums is not 
an ciiginal woik, but aretiew by bim of an 
oiiginal work by Hairon Hansen. Now, in ihe 
laio ol almost any review, il would be equilly 
Incorrect to ittrihute all its eonlenls eiclttsively 
to the author, or eacluaiiely to the rericwer. 
At the f ni> linw, ihelwo eharaotera necesearily 
lend to ytn, sometimee almurt imperceptibly, 
the one into the other. The difficulty is to dil- 
liigukh them; to assign to each writer what 
properly belonga to him. Which opinion be- 
longs to HaionBuiuejsf Which to Dr. Wil- 
liaraaV Which to bolbV What does Dr. 
WiUiami merely quote as having been said by 
Jtaron Bun sen? VVhat does he adopt ib as to 
make it his own ? These questions must clearly 
in each esse be answered before the 
Court can determine what it is which 
Dr. Williams lias atlTiaedly maintained. Thii 
leads ma to point out the obligation* impneed 
"pun a clergyman by hit legal position in ths 
case of his reviewing a work containing ttnortho- 
doi opinions). It it the more necessary for me 
to do to, because thie it, as 1 bebeve, the Brit 
case in which proceedings have been cumme'iceJ 
egsinst a clergyman on account of a review 
written by him. That a cletgyman may re- 
view a work con I aiming un orthotics opinions, if 
he expresses! his disapprobation of them, ur if 
he refute the n? by irgument, it really almoat a 
self-rvidttit proposition. Of course, such a 
review may t* a public benefit. The oppmite 
case of a clergyman reviewing a book which up- 
holds nnortbodei doctrines, and expressing 
direct approval of such dactrinea, ia a oag« 1 need 
net put. But I must approach closer to Ibe pre- 
sent caae. What if a reviewer, being a clergy- 
man, after cotriclly slating wholly unorthodox 
opinion« of liia autbor, does not attempt to re- 
fute tbem, does not eipreitly either approve 
Ot condemn them, hut declares his gtnernl 
approbation of the hook toutaining them? 
Approbeiion may be genersl or puticnlar; 

11 may bs so general, the commendation of the 
whole may be to sweeping, as to include every, 
thing not ipeciaUy excepted. Under such sir. 
enmtuicee, in order to arrive at a taie coa- 
elniion ta to any particular part, the whole of 
the Eaaiy, m far as it can at all apply, moat be 
taken into consideration. I muat ga further ; 
1 must hold that it ia not competent lo tbe 
reviewer, when he either mates or professei to 
give the mbtiattce of nneound doctrine from 
the work reviewed, to leave sis own opinion in 
the dark. Were it otherwise, it would; be pqe- 
tible for a clergyman, under colcur of a review, 
to dttieminate, even with the sanction of his 
tame end profewiot), opinions and arguments 
directly opposed to the doctrine (a* by law 
ettabliahed) of the Church. In fact, in that 
esse « clergyman might with impunity republish 
even an iiSde] wn,k. The first inuuirv there- 
fore, is has Di. Williams clearly ehown a 
gentnl approbation of the opinions and doc- 
trine* contained in thii review f Has he in 
effect generally adopted them as hit own t The

ILe stcciiid objection io that quotations from 
the Epiatles, Goapela, and Lessons have been 
imprcntily introduced against Dr. Willilml. 
1 ) kink 1 shall beat consider this objection, 
and it the same time mark out the course of 
my judgment, by listing what are the legid testa 
of Uocttine in the Church of Eagland. This 
meiemtnt is of the last importance, in order that 
The issue in (his case should be clearly settled. 
What has the Court got to try ? Theological 
error in ite general sense,— i.e., whether Dr. 
WUIiimsis sound or unsound in bis theological 
views', whether be has maintained doctrine ia- 
consilient with the true doctrine of lbs Chiiatiau 
faith? Ceriuinly not. The itsue is. Has Dr. 
Williims promulgated doctrines at variance with, 
the doctiinet uf the Church, aa declared in the 
Articles and l'oimularies ? To use the word* of 
ihe judgment in the Ooiham caie:— " J Ilia 
Conn has no jurisdiction or authority to nettle 
matters of feilh, or to determine what ought in 
. rv particular ta be the doctrine of the Chuech 
of finglasd. Its duty extends only to the csn- 
t-iritrntion of that which ia by law established 
to be the docliine of the Church of 
Krgltnd, upon the true and legal conatrtic- 
ticn of her Article! and formularies." Tbe 
Articles of llcliginn are enforced by the 
Uih of Elixabeib, cep. 13, The Liturgy is 
made a standard by tbe 1st of Elizabeth, cap. 2. 
and also by the Act of Uniformity, fty the 
Act of Uniformity, 13th and 14th of Charles 
II., cap. 4, section 5, It is prescribed that every 
litmticed peraon shall, vriibln a certain time 
after taking possession, openly and publicly be* 
ftre the corgrrgaticn assembled declare his 
unfeigned aaeent and consent to the uie of all 
things in the Hook of Common Prayer contained 
nnd prescribed. Cqnformily to both the 
Lii orgy and Articles is also imposed by the 36th 
Canon. Tbe Canons are binding on ihe clergy. 
The Homilies are also a standard of doctrine, 
by villus of the aotb Article of Religion. The 
authoritative definition, given by the Judicial 
(.'crntnilire, of Ihe duties of tbe Court clears the 
present case ef various aon side rations that were 
brou|jht lo my notice in the course of the argu- 
ment. Il has been eaid that this volume has 
been censured by the whole Episcopal Bench. 
Be it so. 1 cannot accede to the argument, that 
Ihe mind of Ihe Court thoutd be influenced by 
that circumstance. Individually, I nhuiild receive 
Willi the highest respect the opinion of the right 
rev. prelates ; aa a Judge, I can be guided by 
nothing but judicial authority. This is not a 
Conn of Divinity, but a Court of Kcdeaiailica! 
Law. Secondly, with regard to Ibe opinions of 
theologians upon the matters, in question. There 
is an abundance of sermons, lectures, and other 
worke of very eminent divine! of the Church of 
Ktiglar.d. It may perhaps surprise some when 
I declare my opinion that 1, as Judge of the 
Arches' Court, cannot take Tor my guide the 
authority of even the most learned and orlhodoi 
di< hies of cut Church. Hut ao it ia; it follow* 
as a consequence of the duty of the Court as 
lie fined in the Gotham judgment. The Court 
has to ascertain the true construction of the 
Ariiilcs of Religion and the formularies and 
that according to strict trga] principles. Great 
divines, on ths other hand, who hare main, 
lamed and illustrated the leading doctrines ef 
the Church, have had open to them not the 
Holy Bible only, but Ihe whole history 
i f the world, all that constitutes science 
and knowledge. Their mace rials are; 
different, their mode of reasoning dlf 
fuent, the evidence of a distinct mind, and I 
think 1 rosy say not adapted to the just decision 
of a legal question. Accordingly— subject to 
ahat 1 (hall presently state as to .the admissi- 
bility of precedents in certain special circum- 
siaTLtts*— 1 tbtll neither form my opinion upon 
the authority of any of the eminent divines 
whit ec winks have been brought to the attention 
of is:* Court, nor (juote any passages from their 
writings which might support my conclusions, 
nur Attempt to grapple with the various- citationa 
from learned works which might appear to con- 
flict with ihtm. I should very deeply lament if 
the opinion 1 have formed militated against those 
which, though they may not have rcceivett legal 
confirmation, yet have acquired tbe approbation 
and adherence of the great body of the divines 
of (he ('him ii of Kngltmd ; yet to assured do I 
feel that the courts I have marked out for my- 
self is dictated by law, that I would adhere to it 
it the risk of a difference from authority however 
much to be reverenced. The Articles of Religion, 
the formularies, and the canons, interpreted 
according to legal construction, are binding 
upon the clergy. It hss, indeed, been said that 
thia obligation would deny » clergymen the right 
of private judgment, and that the R-foimalion 
was founded upon tint right With this posi- 
tion I nsed not concern myself. This, however, 
is most certain, that the statute of Eliuihetn, 
went on the oatumptign that the truth of the 
Attieleswaseopro'vtdthatltcotildiuitbe shak e n , 
But, at all events, what the law taken notice of 
inaclergymanisaottheoptnionewhichheholda 
in private, but the opinions which he tdviaedly 
maintains and ptomulgates. 1 take it lo be the 
undoubted law of England that, except on the 
occaiions where examination of clerke by supe- 
rior authority is specifieally directed by law, a 
perton in orders may hold what opinions he will, 
provided ihey are kept within hia own oreast. 
What opinions it it compatible with his profes- 
iion privately to entertain ts a matter to Is 
settled hj his own conicience, not by the law. 
There ia no inquisitorial power. In the present 
case, however, no such question uiiei. For it 
is lo be assumed — for the purposes of the argu- 
ment only— that this review waj published by 
Dr. Williams. Again, it is said this authorita- 
tive imposition of doctrine would deny to cler- 
gymen participation in modern discoveries of 
science or history. A difficulty thng arisea. On. 
the one hand it seenu notreatonabl* to auppose 
thai it was intend ed to shut out all inquiry, and 
abnegate all future dtteoviriet, however impor- 
tant. On the other, tbe Act of the LegiaUture 
proceeded on this basis, that for the purposes 
intended the Church was in possession of ell the 
truth, aid thai nothing in that renpeot remained 
te be discovered. Accordingly the Articles 
were framed, and all clergymen forbidden under 
severe penalties to impugn them. But, to re- 
move all doubt, I will put the case in a etnnjr 
point of view. I Will presume a diacovery to 
bs made of great importance, and proved to 
the satis faction of vary many scholars and 
divines, end thai such diecovery militates against 
some of the Articles. What ia the dot? of » 
clergyman? Wlalof the Court. lathe clergy, 
man at liberty to use each dieoenexiee so as 
advisedly to maintain what it repugnant to the 
Article.? 1 apprehend, certainly not, I. the 
Court to discuss whether the discovery be a real 
or tivj discovery, to define Its effect and opera- 
tion; The Court «tn do no such thing , '\ ha* 
only to administer Ihe law. The duty of the 
Coatt it to shot it*, mti to ill neb disMTeries. 
It it bound bylaw to U do. The law taott be 




Bench prtcliimed and adhered to that principle 
in the esse of " Aihford v. Thornton'' (1 B. and 
Aid., e-60), whwe wager of Battel was deman- 
ded; Attuning Ihe possibility of such dis- 
coveries as I have supposed, the consequence 
may arise that diactutiont by the clergy leading 
lo truth maybe t*cloded ; but if such should in- 
deed, be' the case, end if it should be deemed to 
need redress, recourse must be bad to the 
highest authorities, vis:., the Legislator*, which 
ettabliahed tbe Articles and Book of Cummon 
Prayer. Much hat alto been said for Dr. Wil ■ 
litiris to the effect that tlie doctrine of the 
Church et by law eitablished leaves what have 
been termed "open questions," and also pays 
rrgard to precedent* of theological opinions. 
Kach of these matters hae been determined by 
the judgment in the Oorham case. The 
declaration by their Lurdsbipa in that case, that 
all theological doctrines not determined by tbe 
Articles or Liturgy are open question I, is, I 
think, s just exposition of the law. It is, in- 
deed, a queilion of deep importance whether or 
not (here may be offer.cee against the doctrines 
of the Church of England, which cannot he in- 
rluded within the Articles and fortnulariea. 
lint if there be, I am told by the superior 
Court that it U not for me to decide such 
qui triune. At the tame time, I think it 
ia true that, though nowhete distinctly es> 
jjreieed, the Articles were framed upon certain 
assumptions c! fact and belief, in which it was 
then taken for granted that all Christian men 
agrted. It it possible that in a book like the 
i.nays and jit tit ins there may be much that, in 
Ibe pnvale opinion of the Court, excites deep 
regret arid it deserving of censure, and yet that 
the law of the Church may not reach if. My 
in quit) must he con lined to thai which ia con- 
tained in the Articles and fortnulariea. Then, 
with regerd to pie cedents, the judgment of (he 
Gorham case furnishes a useful guide to a just 
decision. In the first place, then, appeal to 
ptecedentt, or to the opinions declared by emi- 
nent theologians, is permissible only by way uf 
etlf-drfence to the penon accused, finch 
opinions— -to use the words of the Judicial Com- 
mittee — are not to be relied upon as " evidence 
uf the doctrine of the Church of England," b it 
ai evidence only that libaity of opinion 
on the subject to which ihey relate his 
been without ceasuie exercised by < the 
members of the Church of England, 
lo this end they ought to be received irre- 
spective ol their theological soundness oi un- 
soundness. When an individual accused eseks 
to ehelter himself under Ihe authority of others, 
it most be shown not that strong opinions have 
been piomulgsttd, but that iheta opinions have 
reference to the same tu eject matter which is 
undir consideration, Vv the aame reason, 
even where there is no question as to the 
identity of the subject matter, yet in weighing 
opinions which are cited as precedents, the 
Court mutt be guided by the opinions at 
actually txpreeted at the lime, and not by con- 
tequences which bare since been deduced, or 
may now seem deducible from ihem. In ail 
caeee of doctrine the Court will look flrat to the 
Articles, then to the book of Common Friaytr- 
The Articles are the prims ry matter for eon- 
aide iv. inn because their special object Wat to 
prevent diversity of religious doclrinee. The 
Liturgy was not framed witn any such object, 
but for devotional purposes, or, to use the 
expressitn of the statute of Elizabeth, to esta- 
blish en uniform older of Common Prayer, and 
of the admiairation of the sacraments, rites, and 
ceremonies of the Church of England, Hence 
a court having to try a charge of false doctrine 
based upon the Liturgy mutt exercise the 

treat eel vigilance to see thst the part D f the 
.iturgy quoted is of a strictly dogmatical ch<s> 
racier, and does not consist of merely devo- 
tional expressions. With regard to the mean- 
ing of the act of subscription to the Articles, 
I have no baaitation in dedaring my opinion 
that ihe subscription is a most solemn, act, and 
lhat, though the Court cannot take cognisance 
of ills intentions of a clergymen when he sub- 
scribes them, yet the law Will hold him tu have 
taken the obligation tttntidunk e n s assets »m- 
pmiHltt; and tjiat mind ia the plain gram- 
matical eente of the Articlea themselves. The 
subscription io tuch Articles is a decla- 
ration by tbe subscriber of hia conviction 
in their truth, and a promise to abide by them. 
Wilhiespect lo the cons true lion to be put 
upon the Articles and Liturgy, I again have 
the advantage of tbe authority of the Oorham 
case. " The rules to be applied are the 
rules by law applicable to ihe contraction of 
aU written instrumenta. The consideration of 
external and historical facta is to be imported 
only so far aa ia neceaetry, So understand the 
aabject matter and the meaning of the words 
employed. We seek the plain literal and 
grammatical aenae." To the same effect la the 
higher authority of the King's Declaration, It 
remains for mo to consider whether reference it 
lo be allowed, on the put of either the proeecu- 
lion or the defence, to the Bible. Where 
indeed the allegation it a tireaoh of the Article, 
lb* point ia dear. In the ease of "Burder v. 
Heath," the Judicial Committee expressed Iheir 
opinion that it would be a departure front their 
duly if they were to admit any discussion a* to 
the conformity or non-conformity of the 
Articles of Helagion, or any of them, with the 
Holy Scriptures. 1 am not satisfied, and I 
have had no argument to convince me, thai the 
Epislles and Gospels have been inserted with 
a view of fixing a test of defining the doctrine 
of the Church of England, which is the subject 
of the present inquiry. On these grounds I 
should greatly htsiute before I embarked upon 
ihe wide inquiry of the Epistles and Gospel*, 
and much more of ell the Leetoni an pointed to 
be teed. Were I once to be tempted from the 
article* and other parti oi the formularies, the 
Court could assign no limit to its investigations ; 
it would Inevitably be compelled to consider 
ibeologicsl questions, not for the purpose of 
dtciding whether they were conformable to a 
prescribed standard, hut whether the poaitioni 
maintained were reconcilable with Scripture or 
not. Pressed by these reasons, tad urged by 
every motive to preserve peace in the Church, I 
will not be tempted in the trial of any acouaa- 
tioti against a clergyman to retort to Scripture 
a a the standard by which the doctrine shall be 
measured, ls d ] may with perfect truth add 
thai, were such a task imposed upon me, the want 
of theological knowledge would incapacitate me 
from adequately discharging it. The articles 
mutt then be rtfornwd by striking out all refe- 
rence to extracts from ths Bible found in the 
Pmyer-booh. I now cone to the third objec- 
tion offered on the part of Dr. Williams, that

lhat, with regard to these questions, 1 am called 
open lo attempt any aolulioB which might apply 
10 all Casts. Hit Lordship then dealt with each 
ei title of accusation separately, and baring re- 
ferred to the 8th, 1th, and 90lti Articles of Me. 
liglon and the t idinatiTn (Service for Deacons, 
proceeded a a follow What is the meaning ef 
the deacon's declaration thst he onfeignedly 
ttlieits in ihe canonical Scriptures ? I think 
the declaration, " I do believe," must be con- 
sidered with reference to the tublect matter, 
tnd lhat is the whole Bible— tbe Old and Ntw 
Testament, The great number of these book s , 
the extreme antiquity of some, that our Scrip- 
lutes watt necessarily consist of eopies and 
translations, psrls being historic*! and of a less 
sacred character, certainly not without tome 
elemtnl of alkgoty and figures. All these cir- 
cumstance* mutt be borne in mind when the 
extent of the obligation imposed by (he words 
"I do believe" nts to be determined. In- 
fluenced by these views, I, for the purpose of 
thit rause, mutt, hold that ths generality of this 
expression, "I do believe," mutt be modified 
by the subject-matter ; that there must be a 
hna jUt belief thst the Holy Scripture! con- 
tain everything necessary to salvation, 
ar.d that to that extent they have 
the direct sanction of the Almighty. The 
learned Judge then gave a general outline of 
whet he thought would be a violation of the 
Articles of Heligion. His lordehip said,— I 
hold that any clergyman who adviiedly main- 
talot, whether in direct or in indirect language, 
thai ibe Duly Scriptures proceed from the 
mental powers as have produced other works 
or e'iff even with the .jualificalion that 
these powers in the one cue end the other differ 
in degree, impairs the Divine authority of Holy 
Scriptures, dots in fact maintain that the Bible 
is nol Cod's Word written, but is the woik of 
wan, and thereby contravenes the 6lh and 20 th 
Articles of Religion. Another question raised 
is the right of criticism. By criticism, as dis- 
tinguished from interpretation, I mean examin- 
ing and determining the lext of Scripture. 
Here I am wholly withont legal authority or 
precedent of any kind to guide me. All 1 
know is. thai, nt a ma ter of fact, learned 
divines, of whose orthodoxy I believe thtre 
is no reason to doubt, have come to the conclu-

1 exceedingly doubt, 
however, if this liberty can be extended beyond 
the limits I have mentioned— vij!., certain verses 
or parts of Scripture. I think it could not be 
permitted lo clergymen lo reject the whole of 
or.( of Ibt books of Scripture. 1 could not go 
lhat length, though I have Certainly no disposi- 
tion to draw the limits closer than tht law 
requires ; but the 6th Article having declared 
lhat ail tbe enumerated books art canonical, to 
reject out al'rvgether at spurioua ia to deny ita 
canocicity, and const il met a violation of the 
Article. TJudtr the enme head comes 
the discussion sa to the authorship of 
ibe various books. I think it open for the clergy 
to maintain that any hook in the Bible i* the 
work of another author than him whose name it 
bears, provided that Ihey conform to the filh 
Article, by ed mil ting that the hook is an inspired 
writing and canonical. Having referred to the 
first four cbsigct, which are of a formal nature, 
snd ihe fifth and sixth, he proceeded to tbe 
ttvenih article of accusation, which is founded 
on the pasta get of the defendant's tsi.iv at pp. 
60, (31 , 7T, and 78 of the Essays and Reviewt, 
which he held to be a violation or the Rth an \ 
Till Articles of Heligion. The srticle was ad- 
mitted but directed to be reformed. The iiti 
charge related la the defendant's alleged denisl 
of Messianic prophecy. Though the positions 
meinteir.id by Dr. Williams were not consonant 
with the doctrine of the Church as utuslly pro- 
mulgated by high sulhoritr, he could net convs 
lo ihe eonthision that the "Article* of Religion 
or the Liturgy had been violated. The aiLitl i 
was therefore rejected, As to the ninth 
article, whicb refers to the defendant's observa- 
tions on tbe book of Daniel, he was of opinion that, 
however tirontout Dr. Williams' views might 
be, be could not say lhat a denial lhat the llook 
of Daniel w** written by Daniel wae a violation 
of the law, This article of accusation was 
thciefoee ttjected, as well at the 10th, which 
charged Dr. Williams with having asserted that 
ihe fourth Gospel was ths last of all oar 
genuine books, that the authorship of the Epistle 
10 the Hebrews had been eironeouely *tui6ut*d 
lo St. Paul, and the second Petrinn Rpiitle to 
St. relet. Thit charge wae rejected. The 
J lib. article, which related to Ihe views ex- 
nrtsted by Dr. Williams with reference to the 
iltluge, w*t rejected. The lath artiote 
(rounded an the passage at page BT of the 
volume) wis admitted, but ordered to be »o- 
formed, The l;i;h and 14th articles were re- 
jected. The Uth article, which relate* to the 
doctrine of justification by faith, was admitted, 
and the two remaining charges were re- 
jected. The result wan that the articles of 
accusation have to be reformed by striking nut 
all tbe charges that had been rejected, and by 
partial attentions being made in the others. 
Lenve to appeal was given to the parties.

Mr. Asa 01 r. expressed a doubt at to 
whether the improvements in locomotive, had 
not already reached such a point, that the line 
from the very beginning could be worked 
more cheaply by a locomotiv* than by 
hor*«<. This may be the case. Much, 
however, will depend upon the amount 
of traffic, which at present Is very lirgely matter 
of conjecture. Steam-power is cheaper than 
horse-power whenever there ia work enough to 
ive the steam-engine full employment.

that horse, cah carry over it. This will 
go far towards determining under what circum- 
stances horse-power bunch lioes will be 
economically available h tributaries to the 
general truok lines. Any one who will take a 
map of the colony, and mark out the intended 
routes of the trunk lines, will ,es that as these 
lines eitend many lateral branches will he rt- 
quired io do justice to Important districts that 
lie to the right and left of the main trunks. It 
is important to ascertain how this lateral traffic 
may be most economically conducted ta the 
main line ; and for that reason it is expedient 
that hating now the opportnnity of testing 
the capacity of horse-rxiwer on a branch of 
some ten or twelve milee long, we should 
give <he experiment such a thorough trist 
ia io extract from it all the information it can 
afford. The data obtainable from the working 
of the ritt-atreet tramway an utterly unavail- 
able as applied to the case of a branch Une, as 
every one who is at all acquainted with the facts 
must be perfectly ewsre. Only those who 
speak in ignorance, or those who speak for the 
purpose of misleading, would represent the two 
cases aa being at all parallel. 

The UawLeabury folks, while not altogether 
unthankful for a bone-power railway, have 
striven hard to turn it into a locomelive line. 
We carnol blame them. It ia the nature of our 
potidcAt lystem for every constituBncy 
to rcramhle for what it can get. There 
would be less nf this, however, if every 
district bsd to be responsible for the intere.t 
of the loan it begged for. To a small extent 
this principle has heen already recognised by 
the Government. The interest on the BeiUmtii 
Harbour work, ha, been guaranteed. The 
telegraph extension to the same locality ig under 
the same condition*, and there are down on the 
Kitimatee anmt for other telegraph extensions, 
the expenditure of which will be contingent on 
the Government obtaining private guarantees 
against loie. In Tasmania the OnTtruraent is 
adopting the principle with regard to railways. 
'1 he ditlrict to be accommodated pledges Itself 
to submit to a special local taxation to cover the 
interest on the loan if the undertaking should 
prove unremgnerative, The principle ia a 
sound one, but it ii not applicable to 
our trunk lines. They are constructed 
for the benefit, not of the country thrmigh 
which they pass, but of the country to which 
thty reach. Thus, for instance, between 
Picton and Berrima, and even on to Ooulbum 
there is little local traffic. There is nothing 
that could bear the strain of a local tax to pjy 
the inlerest on the line. The traffic that will 
come on to the line wiil be principally througit 
Irtfficlhal will concentrate at the inland ter- 
minus, and that will eome in from all direc 
tinna beyond it. Bo with the Western line ( 
there is little or no traffic to be picked up s.i 
rouU. There is no local district to be benefited 
which it would be fair or even pos.itile to tax. 
In fact, the few way-aide properties that exist 
in the shape of inn a and accommodttion pad- 
docks will be injured rather than benefited by 
the railway. The line exists for the benefit of 
the country not along the line, hut beyond the 
line. The eame is partly true, though not to so 
great an extent of the Northern line. 

But though the system nf district guarantees 
is not available for the trunk lines, it might be 
applied in the case of all requisitions for Go- 
vernment exeiitsnce towards the construction of 
branch lines. Ihese lines will be obviously for 
the special accommodation of districts which 
ma; be precisely defined. It is perhaps to be 
regretted that such a local guarantee was not 
stipulated for in the ease of the Windsor branch. 
If, a* the resident* assert, and as indeed seems 
possible, that a locomotive branch vrould pay 
the per cent, on it* cost, they would not bare 
been Unwilling to prove their faith by offering a 
guarantee. If they really yistru.tod their own 
professed calculation, they would have been 
mors contented with the modest accommodation 
of a hcree-power line. 

In adopting a new system, or rather in 
trying a new experiment, Mr, Aahold was 
right in seeking the services of a new engineer. 
The only drawback to the agreement made with 
Mr. Weavab is, that there is some inducement 
to that gentleman to ttane the work in order to 
make a great ehow of cheapness, snd get the 
ten per cent, commission on the amount saved ; 
and this sort of saving will not be at ail to the 
public advantage. It is p rssible, however, that 
it may be more to Mr, WtAVnn'* •dvaatsge to 
establish his reputation for making a good line, 
than to snatch a bonus for making a cheap line 
that will prove unsatisfactory. If ha can realise 
his own ambition in respect of this line, and 
that of the Minister who employs him, other 
kindled undertakings will open out before him 
ae a reward, in spite of the punning shadow of

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A» ue greal attractions of London at the

While Lhrre are 
scattered over these work*, parts which may be 
represented by a small company, they admit of 
the unison of countlesa voices, Thty rise with 
more majestic grandeur in the united vocal and 
-d instrumental roles, which fill the largest 
tdifice and escape on the air, like trains from 
another world.

» an art of comparativsly recent data, and is 
iTiributed to l'liri irrn si NiBi who, in 
1504, formed the Conaprgation ol the Oratory. 
Hie idea was to render music; a pious 
and pleasant ' an i.-'.ment, taking aome 
simple action of the sacred books, and 
expression; it In recitatives and melodies. 
From this CKgirtnirie- the oratorio has risen to its 
present proportions, and become aesociated 
with thoif mamllou* works which have ren- 
di red the names of II a5 I'Ei,, Hatdx, Ms.- var, 
and MiKi iuBOEir household word*, 

Kngland hu only of Lite ytiTi known the 
full power of music, for, Lke all other uts and 
pursuits, music has derived new strength from 
the mesne of rapid locomotion. The railroad 
i.n'1 steam boat bring on* from all pirts of 
Europe; whatever talent they conceal, and 
in a few hours the most distirjguieheJ 
master* of every country can be assembled 
wherever tie exigencies of their profsesitm mriy 
require them. The mighty Cuegrsas of the 
smateurl and masters of eons; ts on* of the re- 
sult* of mechanical and commercial enterprise, 
snd points out is how numerous forms these 
iftventirins, mechanical and engineering, are 
n« »oci»ied with the pleasures of soctsty and the 
general cultiTtLtun of the tastes of the people.

In almott 
every Biitieh city there are now hundreds of 
pcr.ons who have tome knowledge of music, 
and who are capable of assisting in the per- 
formance of thoee pieces which were coniined 
in former times to the grind professional per- 
formers and to ibe most opulent claases, In 
this city, a few years ago, m spite of the con- 
Untied rains, nearly two thousand pounds were 
paid for admission to the musical festival — at 
ths opening of the University Hall- Had the 
lime* been propitious, the uimoal expense 
would have been met by large numbers who 
saw the festival close with regret. 

We understand that a movement Is likelv to 
be made to repeat with even greater etreaglh 
i he performances of the festival. It ia to be 
assumed that the cultivation of Music by the 
various choral societies in the city during the 
lew piist yean Lea added to their power uf 
< > tnt'inaiion, as w ell a* to the variety and 
Miength of auch lolent. As it is desirable tot 
the lake of the general learning or the 
country that (here should be aome institution 
in which its greatest achievements may be pos- 
sible and receive their recognition, so it seems 
advisable that the various subordinate musical 
eocletits should have their great gatherings 
and stimulate as well as correct each other by 
acme unilad effort. And upon what can this 
effort be better expended, than in the repetition 
ot those immortal strains which command the 
admiration or the people of every civilized 
country, These recognitions, in which aa 
many various ehadea of social life are 
blended, have their utility, independent of 
the grttifioalton they affoid. They draw men 
from the isolation and egotism or caste and 
individuality, while they give to every men his 
plice and power in the contribution to the 
general enjoyment. It waa an agreeable thing 
to see men who nil high stations autnngat u* 
joining in choral service with paople in their 
employment and members of tcciely in much 
lower positions and with fewer attain oieuts 
than themselves. The Idea of impropriety or 
inconsistency vanished in the multitudi- 
nous unity. When we found men whom 
we knew daily in various positions, standing in 
the eame groups and aiding each other to rfti» 
that harmony which was the delight of multi. 
tude*, it was felt that w* had acquired 
another point of sympathy. It waa felt that 
we had found another plica in which the 
dislinctiuns of rank, and even of learning 
were lost in the common potteseion of those 
gifts which nature bestows impartially upon all 
ranks, and the cultivation of which, in the 
present age, i- within the reach of all, We are 
aware that these festivals cannot be enjoyed 
without considerable expense ■ hut surely we 
have reached that period when numbers may 
compensate for cheapness, and when thousands 
might be assembled where hundreds are it 
present gathered, if only there were a covered 
apace sufficient to contain them. The cities of 
Home bad their amphitheatres, where people 
congregated by scores of thousands tc see the 
sanguinary struggle* of the arena. Modem 
cities possess their crystal psjaoei, or such as 
pass by that name, where great gatherings can 
be assembled to enjoy s purer entertainment. 
In this colony we have at present only buQdinge 
of small dim enaiene. It is by no means im- 
possible that while these smaller buildioge 
are not filled, a great musical entertainment, 
opening its doors to the families of the ma-n/ 
would in the agmgni.r tuniriUitions yield to 
musical talent a higher rtwarJ.
